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Canada Day Cake will bring taste of 1812 



Anticipation is building for 
what Catherine O'Donnell hopes 
will be the best Canada Day cake 
yet. 

O'Donnell, of Willow Cakes 
and Pastries, is the mastermind 
behind the construction of the 
four-foot by eight-foot cake 
which will be donated to the day¬ 
long celebrations organized by 
the Friends of Fort George. 

This is the seventh year the 
bakery has donated a cake to the 
celebrations. Each year, the cake 
is paraded along Queen Street. 
The tasty treat is accompanied 
by the 41st Regiment Fife and 
Drum Corps. 

Last year's cake was symbolic 
—it featured an igloo, a Canadian 
Mountie and a beaver. 

This year's cake is inspired by 
the bicentennial, says 
O'Donnell. 

Those individuals who are 


hungry to see the cake take shape 
can take a peak at what the staff 
at Willow Cakes has already put 
together. 

Work on the cake began last 
week and about 10 staff mem¬ 
bers have been volunteering 
their time to create geraniums, 
which are Ontario's official flow¬ 
er of the War of 1812 bicentenni¬ 
al, out of chocolate. 

The staff at Willow Cakes has 
also constructed three major 
characters—"An Indian, some¬ 
one carrying a victory flag and 
someone that is hurt," says 
O'Donnell. 

The cake will take about 300 
hours to be completed before the 
big day, and is expected to weigh 
between 1,000 to 1,200 pounds, 
which includes about 30 pounds 
of chocolate. It will feed more 
than 2,000 people in the park. 

Not wanting to give all of the 
delicious details away, O'Donnell 
says her cake will have an ele¬ 
ment that will surprise everyone. 


But she will say that all of the 
cake's elements will be realistic 
and historically accurate. 

O'Donnell says she was able 
to map out the cake's design 
using a graphic program on a 
computer she learned about this 
year. She also has staff member 
David Levesquv, a carpenter, 
building stands for the cake's 
characters—something she has 
done herself in previous years. 
Because of the extra help, the 
cake maker says she is able to 
focus more on the aesthetics of 
the cake. 

Thanks to help from the 
FriendsofFort George, O'Donnell 
says she was able to research the 
characters—everything from the 
garments worn by natives to the 
coats worn by soldiers in the War 
of 1812 will be as accurate as pos¬ 
sible. 

The July 1 parade starts at 3 
p.m. The parade will begin at the 
Charles Inn and end in Simcoe 
Park.

What do a sick brain and a naval disaster have in common? Quite a lot 


It was June 27, 1942, 
during the Second World 
War and Russia was in 
desperate need of tanks, 
planes, ammunition, food 
and other war necessities. 

The Soviet army was 
involved in a fearsome 
battle against Hitler’s 
panzer divisions that were 
advancing deeper and 
deeper into Russian terri¬ 
tory and winning on aU 

It appeared that with¬ 
out supplies the future 
course of the Second 
World War in the east was 
in doubt. And no one 
knew that a dreadful 
naval decision was about 
to be made to further the 
conquests of Nazi 
Germany. 

To aid the Russian 
army, allied commanders 
decided to assemble a 
huge convoy of British 
and American ships with 
the final destination. 
Archangel, in northern 
Russia. It was a perilous 
journey under the best of

conditions. 

The strategy was to 
have this heavy naval 
escort meet merchant 
ships carrying supplies 
north of Iceland. They 
were then to proceed 
through frigid enemy 
waters controlled by 
German submarines and 
torpedo-bombers based 
in northern Norway. 

But a strange thing 
happened while in these 
treacherous waters. The 
escorting naval ships 
received an order telling 
them to leave the convoy 
at high speed. In addition, 


the puzzled captains of 
the merchant ships were 
told to scatter and pro¬ 
ceed to Archangel. 

These murderous sig¬ 
nals sent from 2,000 miles 
away resulted in a fright¬ 
ful disaster. For U-boat 
commanders and torpe¬ 
do-bombers it became a 
shooting gallery. Just 11 
of the 34 ships reached 
their destination. Winston 
Churchill called convoy 
PQ 17 one of the most 
melancholy episodes of 
the whole war. 

But who sent this infa¬ 
mous signal against all 
naval advice? It was The 
First Lord of the British 
Admiralty, Sir Dudley 

Members of his staff 
had noticed for some time 
that he was suffering from 
exhaustion and fell asleep 
when meeting with 
President Roosevelt and 
at other high level meet¬ 
ings. They also questioned 
whether his symptoms 
might be due to serious 


disease. But because 
Churchill held him in high 
esteem, as did other admi¬ 
rals, no one suggested that 
he should seek medical 
attention. 

When Pound issued 
this infamous order he 
was actually suffering the 
symptoms of a glioma, a 
type of brain tumour, and 
died a few months later. 

Dr. Bengt Ljunggren, a 
Swedish neurosurgeon 
and historian, outlines in 
his book, Great Men with 
Sick Brains, how often we 
do not learn from history. 
Many medically unfit 
people of power make 
decisions that affect mil¬ 
lions of people without 
receiving medical help. 

Winston Churchill 
replaced Neville 

Chamberlain as Prime 
Minister in May, 1940. 
Chamberlainhadreturned 
from a meeting with 
Adolph Hitler, reporting 
the Fuhrer had agreed to 
peace. But Chamberlain’s 
mental and physical buoy¬ 


ancy was already failing 
and he died of inoperable 
colon cancer in November 
of that year. 

The British ambassa¬ 
dor to Washington, Lord 
Lothian, showed even 
greater signs that his brain 
was failing. He too had 
the habit of falling asleep. 
But on his arrival in the 
U.S he surprised journal¬ 
ists by declaring, “Well 
boys, Britain is broke. It’s 
your money we want.” He 
had severe kidney failure 
and died two weeks later. 

The great tragedy in all 
these cases is that close 
colleagues were sleeping 
at the switch. It was appar¬ 
ent to them that Sir 
Dudley Pound was sleep¬ 
ing 75 percent of the time 
and was not adequately 
handling the task of man¬ 
aging the admiralty. 

During the conference 
on whether to invade 
Sicily or Sardinia, Field 
Marshall Viscount 
Alanbrooke noted that 
Pound had no opinion 


either way. Later at the 
Casablanca Conference, 
General George Patton 
remarked on Pound’s 
indecision. And even 
when Pound had lost the 
function of his foot and 
hand, he still attended a 
conference in Quebec 
City. 

Symptoms of glioma 
are the same as most brain 
tumours, depending on 
the location of the malig¬ 
nancy. The most common 
symptom is headache, 
affecting about half of all 
patients. Other symptoms 
include personality chang¬ 
es, mental decline, sei¬ 
zures and finally, in the 
case of Sir Dudley Pound, 
right-sided paralysis and 
death. 

Tragic mistakes could 
have been avoided if 
Pound had been forced to 
resign or at least consult a 
physician. Sadly, we do 
not learn from history.

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Construction of Niagara Stone Road will be completed as quickly as possible 


Construction is expected 
to begin as early as this week 
on Niagara Stone Road, with 
a set of lights to be installed at 
Hunter Road, Regional 
Councillor Dave Lepp said. 

Lepp provided council 
with an update about the 
impending construction that 
will take place on Niagara 
Stone Road. 

The project includes left 
turn lanes, curb and gutter, 
and shoulder bicycle lanes, 
he said. 


The road is undergoing an 
environmental assessment 
and it found lights at Hunter 
Road were needed to improve 
safety and traffic flow, Lepp 
told councillors. 

The regional public works 
department is promising 
every effort will be made to 
maintain access to neigh¬ 
bouring properties and to 
minimize inconvenience to 
businesses, residents and 
pedestrians, but warns there 
will be some inconveniences 


during the construction peri¬ 
od, with the possibility of 
driveway access affected for 

Temporary lane closures 
may be required but "will be 
minimized as much as possi¬ 
ble," and traffic will be 
"unavoidably congested at 
these times," says the regional 
public works report. 

The work is obviously 
extensive—property owners 
bordering the project have 
been warned that their lawn 


and driveway may be dis¬ 
turbed during construction, 
but will be restored by the 
contractor when the project 
is finished, possibly including 
new sod and driveway 

The letter sent to residents 
and businesses asks that any 
landscaping on region prop¬ 
erty such as trees, shrubs, 
hedges, fences, planters or 
irrigation systems be removed 
or relocated. 

The Town, says public 


works director EwaldKuczera, 
has a policy regarding work 
that will interfere with traffic 
to the Old Town heritage dis¬ 
trict during the height of the 
tourist season—they try to 
schedule projects during the 
shoulder season, and notify 
the Chamber of Commerce 
of all projects, whether or not 
they directly affect the heri¬ 
tage district But the region 
has no such policy, he says.

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Homestay program looking for host families to provide for children studying in Canada 



Traveling to another 
country to explore the sights, 
sounds and tastes of a differ¬ 
ent culture is something 
many people dream of 

Thanks to a program 
called Homestay, which is 
run through Hospitality 
Canada, families can invite a 
person from a different cul¬ 
ture into their homes. 

Hospitality Canada is a 
company that finds host fam¬ 
ilies for children coming from 
other countries between the 
ages of 11 and 15 to study 
English, says Marina 
Wilson, Homestay program 
director. 

About 70 children will be 
coming to the Niagara region 
from Columbia this 
September, she said. 

"To be a host family you 
must apply, have an inter¬ 
view, and go through a 
screening process. The chil¬ 
dren will attend the closest 
Catholic school.” 

The children are kept busy 
with their program—they are 


bused two days a week to the 
St. John Adult learning cen¬ 
tre. On Saturdays, the chil¬ 
dren take day trips to loca¬ 
tions in Toronto and Niagara 
Falls to experience all of the 
fun things the area has to 
offer, says Wilson. 

The main responsibility of 
a host family is to look after 
their visitor "like they would 
look after their own chil¬ 
dren.” 

They need their own room 
and their own needs provid¬ 
ed for. The host family is 
remunerated for any expens¬ 
es so the only thing host fam¬ 
ilies need to give is time, says 
Wilson. 

All students who attend 
the program have a basic 
knowledge of English and 
depending on the program, 
students have come from 
China, Korea, Italy, Venezuela 
to attend. 

“We’re looking for fami¬ 
lies who are interested in 
helping others. And why not 
show off our beautiful area? 
All families need to have 


open-minded thoughts.” 

Anyone can apply to be 
host family, including older 
couples with children who 
have grown, or a couple with¬ 
out children, says Wilson. 

Erik von and Malu von 
Berkum are a couple in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake who 
have welcomed about five 
children into their home 
through the Homestay pro¬ 
gram. They know what it is 
like to come to Canada from 
other countries—Erik is from 
Holland and Malu is from 
Columbia. 

They believe it is impor¬ 
tant to teach their own chil¬ 
dren about different cultures, 
they say. The children learn a 
lot about culture, different 
foods, and rules that children 
from different countries fol¬ 
low, says Malu. 

“This program is special 
because it gives my kids an 
opportunity to think about 
what kind of life they could 
have in other countries while 
experiencing new cultures. 
It’s a good experience.” 


And the children who 
come to stay with the von 
Berkums learn about 
Canadian culture and life- 

For the first few days when 
a new guest arrives, Malu 
says it can be awkward, but 


that feeling goes away very 
quickly. 

“I would treat them as my 
own children," Malu says. 

“We think about our chil¬ 
dren if they were in a similar 
situation and they were stay¬ 
ing with people they have 


never met before. We would 
want them to be treated like 
part of the family.”

Her compulsion to have tbe 
historic figure recognized began 


shortly after The Journal of John 
Norton was first published in 
1970, when she read a review of 
it and went looking for the book. 

She tried the St Catharines 
Library, which had a copy, but it 
was just for research, not to be 
loaned out—and when she 
picked it up she discovered the 
pages of the book had never 
been cut, she says. 

Then she went straight to the 
publisher, the Champlain 
Society, which had a tiny office 
in the comer of the Royal York 
Hotel and a mandate to publish 
important historic Canadian 
documents. 

Norton's journal is the only 
aboriginal first-hand account of 
War of 1812 events in existence. 
Norton was the son of a Scottish 
mother and a Cherokee father, 


and was adopted by the 
Mohawks, where he became war 
chief after the death of Joseph 
Brant, in time to lead the 1812 
batdes. 

From the time Torrance was 
finally able to read the story of 
his life, including his account of 
the Battle of Queenston Heights 
and other battles of the War of 
1812, she has felt a need to make 
others understand the signifi¬ 
cance of his role in the war, but 
even more, what an admirable, 
amazing man of character he 
was—she felt a responsibility to 
ensure this man be recognized 
for who he was and what he 
accomplished. 

Finally, she says, she can stop 
talking.

”1 feel like I've been 
carrying the torch for all 
these years, and now I've 
been able to pass it off. I 
feel like the pressure has 
been lifted." 

She credits three men 
for helping her reach the 
stage where the respon¬ 
sibility has been lifted. 

Her husband Bob, she 
says, listened to her and 
supported her all these 
decades. 

Then, about five years 
ago, she cornered local 
historian and author Dr. 
Richard Merritt and 
started talking about 
Norton, as she so often 
has, she says, and he lis¬ 


tened. His interest in 
local histoiy led him to 
read the journal, and 
before long, he began 
working on an applica¬ 
tion to have Norton 
declared a person of 
national historic signifi¬ 
cance. In a March 
announcement by Parks 
Canada, Norton was 
included in a list of 13 
national designations 
related to aboriginal his- 

The other person to 
come to Torrance's aid 
was Jim Armstrong, 
president of the 
Queenston Residents 
Association. 

Armstrong says he is 
not an historian, but he 
isn't alone in thinking 
that if Norton had not

led the native allies into 
many significant batdes 


during the War of 1812— 
most notably the Battle 
of Queenston Heights— 
Canadians might not be 
celebrating 200 years 
later. 

Yet many of us have 
never heard of Norton. 
We know General Sir 
Isaac Brock was at the 
head of his soldiers as 
they charged into battle, 
and died within minutes 
of the start of the engage¬ 
ment—one experts say 
would not have been 
won without the aid of 
the aboriginals, com¬ 
manded by Norton. 

The American militia 
outnumberedthe British, 
but it is widely known 
that the Americans 
feared the native war¬ 
riors, and turned tail at

And leading the 
natives in almost every 
significant battle, says 
Armstrong, was Norton. 

When he read 
Torrance's copy of the 
journal, he decided a 
reprint, this year espe¬ 
cially, would be appro¬ 
priate, and in his 
thoughtful way, says 
Torrance, went about 
investigating the possi- 
bUity. 

It had never occurred 
to her to ask, she said— 
the Champlain Society 
doesn't do reprints. 

But although it took 


some persistence on the 
part of Armstrong, he 
was eventually success¬ 
ful, and a hardcover edi¬ 
tion is now avaUable at 
several locations, includ¬ 
ing the Fort George and 
Laura Secord Homestead 
gift shops. 

Armstrong also has a 
few copies left, which he 
is selling on behalf of the 
Queenston Residents 
Assocation. 

He and Torrance hope 
that, by the time bicen¬ 
tennial celebrations 
come to a close, Norton's 
significance will be much 
more widely understood 
and recognized.

Minister takes 
on persona of 
1812 circuit 
rider. 


Grace United Church is 
celebrating the 1812 bicen¬ 
tennial with a re-enactment 
of its own. 

Beginning last Saturday 
and continuing Saturdays 
through the summer, Rev. 
David Pritchard, dressed as 
circuit rider Rev. Ninian 
Holmes, will arrive at the 
church and talk to visitors, 
just as a circuit rider would 


have 200 years ago. 

And each Saturday for the 
rest of the summer, Grace 
will open its doors and its 
historic past to residents and 
tourists to display magnifi¬ 
cent stained glass windows, 
a vintage Communion plate 
and other historical elements 
of the congregation.
